change this year was the 
raising of the Bank 
Rate last September, 
which coupléd with 
events that happened as 
far back as 1955 
thoroughly depressed the 
market, especially in the 
latter part of the year. 
The initial cause of the 
market's chronic weakness 
wus the Big Three Banks’ 
decision in August, 1955, to 
impose credit restrictions in 
the Colony.. This all but 
killed speculative buying

investors, 


This yeur the market be- 
came a wholly investment 
market with little or no 
speculation at all, which is 
quite a change from former 
yenors.

Very Evident 


HE change in the trend of
